Prior  to  194^ 
domestic  assistance  was  given  by  ihe  Local  authority  to  an  expectant  or 
nursing,  mother  who  required  it.  In  1945  this  domestic  help  scheme  was 
extended  to  include  certain  cases  of  ©hdanary  illness  and  infirmity, 
cost  of  domestic  help  is  borne  by  the  Local  Authority  in  •11  maternity 
•nd  by  the  National  Exchequer  in  c\ses  of  ordinary  illness.  During  19 
95  Home  Helps  were  supplied  to  maternity  cases  and  23  to  households  wher

The  area  ie  subject  to  a  season  „i  infestation  ith  mosquitoes 
m  the  river  marshes,  usually  from  aiprii  to  October.  The  chief  pc-.st 
the  .*.eder  Detritus  "/hich  breeds  in  the  brackish  marshes,  has  a  range 
flight  of  -  ome  miles  .nd  produces  s  very  irritative  skin  lesion  which 
liable  to  become  infl  .med  and  even  septic  when  cratched  indircrimin- 
ly .  The  ilnophelene  mosquito  is  also  known  to  breed  in  the  area 
;  in  much  smaller  numbers.  Ho  snophelc ne  larvae  were  found  in  1945.

There  is  a  considerable  shortage  of 
maternity  bed  accommodation  and  numerous  Institutions  are  used  by  t 
i o cal  Authority  for  the  admission  of  Rochester  maternity  cases  (see 
k Hie  below).  The  majority  of  confinements,  however,  are  in  the 
County  Hospital,  Chatham,  This  Hospital  was  appropriated  by  the  Kei 
County  Council  in  1945,  since  when  bhe  cost  of  every  maternity 
admission  from  Rochester  has  been  borne  by  the  Corporation.  The 
Council  endeavoured  to  obtain  premises  at  Cuxton  in  order  that  they 
might  be  adapted  as  a  Maternity  Home  of  some  40  beds,  but  they  were 
unable  to  acquire  the  premise;'.,  admissions  to  Matcrni ty  Institutio 
had  to  be  restricted  to  complicated  cases,  primigravida  and  cases  w 
the  home  conditions  were  unsuitable  for  confinement.  In  spite  of  t 
restrictions,  bout  half  of  the  total  births  took  place  in  these 
Maternity  Homes  and  Hostels .

The  figure  of  204  firr t  attendances  with  the  number  of  births  for  the 
the  order  of  800,  n corned  a  poor  response  to  the  services  offered* 
was  made  with  the  practising  mid wives  to  sec  -hat  improvements 
Id  be  made.  One  of  the  problems  encountered  wan,  that  the  Clinics 
e  held  in  the  morning  and  the  midv/ives  were  unable  to  .attend  with 
ir  patients  on  account  of  their  mornings  being  occupied  with  nursin/ 
ther  problem  van ,  that  unless  they  attended  -.  ith*  their  patients,  the; 
not  knew  what  had  been  discovered  at  the  ante-natal  examinations, 
as  decided  that  to  overcome  the  second  of  the  problems  a  small 
licate  of  the  ante-natal  record  card  should  bo  printed.  The  patient 
uld  carry  this  card  between  the  clinic  and  the  midwife  under  scaled 
or  after  being  entered  up  at  each  visit,  with  the  effect  that  the 
wife,  if  unable  to  attend,  would  be  kept  au  fait  with  the  patients' 
idition  as  determined  at  the  clinic. 


To  overcome  the  first  of  the  problems  van  not  so  simple  as  it  was 
md  impracticable  to  change  the  timer  of  the  two  existing  clinics  to 
afternoons .  However,  the  nidwives  have  managed  to  spare  their  pupil 
wives  to  attend  the  clinics  on  the  majority  of  clinic  days  and  the 
pra  assistance  derived  from  their  services  has  proved  most  urcful. 


Hrom  the  onset  of  the  introduction  of  the  card  system  the 
cndanccn  at  the  clinic^  increased.  It  was  observed  that  patients  from'

Patients  boohed  for  confinement  at  the  County  Hospital  are 
referred  to  that  hospital  if  th^rc  is  an  indication  for  special  invest: 
gation  by  x-ray  or  bacteriological  methods. 

X-ray  facilities  •■•re  available  for  cases  booked  for  confinemen 
at  home  or  otherwise  than  for  confinement  at  the  County  Hospital,  Chat} 
at  Jt.  Bartholomew* s  Hospital,  Rochester,  and  clinical  specimens  are 
accepted  by  the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  for  bacteriological, 
biological  and  serological  diagnosis. 

Prom  time  to  time  patients  require  hospital  treatment  before 
confinement  vo.d  with  the  ready  co-operation  of  the  materni ty  section  oJ 
the  County  Hospital,  Chatham,  no  difficulty  has  ever  been  encountered  : 
obtaining  the  admission  of  any  rruch  case.

Of  the  total  29  cases  of  prematurity  almost  one  half  occurred  J 
hospital  on  account  of  the  fact  that  cares  with  an  obstetrical 
complication  likely  to  lead  to  a  premature  birth  were  transferred  to 
hospital  before  confinement. 
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Of  the  throe  deaths  of  premature  babies  at  the  County  Hospital, 
one  case  v’as  actually  born  at  Canada  'ousc.  and  the  case  removed  to 
hospital  after  delivery.  The  causes  of  death  in  the  six  cases  which 
terminated  fatally  have  been  riven  as  prematurity  in  three  cases,  extreme 
prematuri ty  in  one  case,  prematurity  and  asthenia  in  one  case  and 
prematurity  and  mongolism  in  one  case.  Toxaemia  of  pregnancy  in  the 
pother  has  not  been  riven,  but  undoubtedly  is  the  cause  in  the  majority 
of  cases.

COMPLAINTS. 

1158  complaints  vac  re  received  from  householders  and  others 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  880  in  1944.  The  number  of 
complaints  has  increased,  yearly  since  1940,  but  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  give  prompt  attention  to  each  complaint  and  the 
trkinc-  of  the  necessary  action  to  secure  the  abatement  of  the 
nuisances  found,  in  spite  of  the  shortage  of  Inspectorial  st'-ff.

MILK. 

147  visits  were  paid  to  the  4  cowkeepers'  promises  and  the 
17  retail  dairies  in  the  City  throughout  the  year  for  the  purpose 
of  routine  inspection  and  the  taking  of  milk  samples. 

There  arc  95  shopkeepers  registered  as  retailers  of  milk  in 
sealed  bottles,  but  of  this  number  only  a  few  arc  actually  soiling 
the  commodity  owing  to  the  restriction  of  supplies. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  TESTS.  Milk. 

12  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)  milk,  and  14  of 
Accredited  milk  wore  taken  from  producers'  pr  raises  in  the  area 
and  submitted  to  the  County  Bacteriologist  for  examination.  4 
samples  of  Tuberculin  Test  d  (Certified)  and  6  of  Accredited  milk 
did  not  satisfy  the  prescribed  tests  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order,  1956. 

66  samples  of  heat  treated  milk  from  the  licensed,  dairy  in 
the  City  area, and  from  supplies  treated  outside  the  area,  were 
sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  during  the  year  for  subjection  to  the 
Phosphatase  and  Methylene  Blue  tests.  The  results  are  given  below;-

In  addition  to  the  above,  samples  of  mixed  milk  were  taken 
from  local  herds  for  th--  detection  of  presence  of  Tuberculosis 
among  cattle.  In  each  case  the  biological  test  carried  out  in  the 
County  Laboratory  proved  there  to  be  no  evidmeo  of  Tuberculosis 
in  the  milk  submitted. 

WATER . 

61  samples  of  drinking  water  and  2  of  swimming  bath  water  wore 
submitted,  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  durine  the  year. 
Fuller  details  in  connection  with  the  water  supplies  will  be  found 
in  the  re;port  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

|s  filth  Department,  either  at  the  request  of  dairymen,  who  are 
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encouraged  to  report  doubtful  qualities  of  milk  supplied  to 
thorn,  or  in  connection  wi th  the  investigation  of  complaints 
from  consumers  as  to  the  quality  of  tho  milk  delivered  to  their 
home  s . 

FACTORIES  &  WORKPLACES. 

30  visits  were  paid  by  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  factories  and 
workplaces-  in  the  City  during  the  year.  The  number  of  defects 
found  during  the  course  of  the  visits  was  16,  of  which  14  were 
abated  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

DISINFECTION. 


158  rooms  were  disinfected  by  Formaldehyde  fumigation  after 
infectious  disease.  This  number  includes  37  rooms  disinfected 
after  removal  or  deaths  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

51  loads  of  bedding  were  removed  from  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  steam  disinfection  or  destruction,  as  against  81  in 
1944 .

In  addition  to  the  routine  duties  in  connection  with  the 
extermination  of  rats  and  mice,  a.  test-bait  survey  of  the  foul 
and  surface  water  sewers  in  the  City  was  carried  out  during  the 
spring  of  1945.  The  result  proved  there  to  be  no  infestation 
of  the  surface  water  sewers,  whilst  a  small  percentage  only  of 
the  foul  wrter  sowers  showed  evidence  of  the  presence  of  rats. 

Thi3  survey  was  followed  by  an  intensive  ooison  bait 
treatment  in  the  sections  of  the  sewers  found  to  bo  affected., 
and  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Food's  formula,  1230 
rats  were  destroyed.  After  an  interval,  a  further  poisoning 
treatment  was  carried  out  with  satisfactory  results.
